American Institution is Offered a Mil- 
lion Dollars by Robert Lebaudy for 
the Establishment of a Great Indus- 
- trial School for Gallic Graduates.

CHICAGO, Jan. 1.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] One million dollars is the scum 
offered by Robert Lebaudy, the French 
millionaire, for the establishment of a 
French industrial school in connection 
with the University of Chicago. It will | 
be the greatest institution of its kind 
in the world. The offer was made to 
President Harper today through Le- 
baudy’s agent, Emile Ridel, of the 
French army. 

The new school is to be an integra! 
part of the University of Chicago, and 
the necessary buildings, for which Le- 
baudy will furnish the money, will be 
located on the campus. Lebaudy will 
also establish an endowment fund for 
the maintenance of the school. The in- 
stitution will be fostered by the 
French government. The students will 
consist of 600 graduates of French co!- 
leges. They w''' be selected by the 
governmert, and 209 will be sent over 
each year and maintained by the 
French Department of Education. 

The buildings will be representative 
of modern French architecture. They 
will contain lecture halls, museums of 
industry and libraries, the volumes for 
which are now being bound under the 
supervision of the French ministry.

Enormous Production of Iron 
and Steel— Bright Outlook . 
for This Year.

NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—Dun’s Réview 
will say on January 4 that most mar- 
velous of all the phenomenal evidences 
of advancement in business during the 
year was the progress made in manu- 
facturing. It is impossible to be too 
extravagant in delineating the move- 
ments of the industrial world. Never 
in the history of this or any other na- 
tion has such development occurred 
within the space of a twelvemonth. 
The expansion of productive capacity 
was enormous, the improved methods 
of work and organization were con- 
spicuous; wise economies were intro- 
duced, but more than all other fac- 
tors, that made for permanent pros- 
perity, was the conservative resistance 
to price inflation. 

IRON AND STEEL. 

After the reaction of 1900, the level 
of prices for iron and steel remained 
depressed for some months, but gen-~ 
erally responded to the increasing de- 
mand as excessive accumulations were 
absorbed. From a condition of giut 
there arose almost a famine, greatly 
exaggerated by the stubborn strike. 

Aside from the slight fall during the 
period affected by the strike, there ap- 
pears almost a steady gain in produc- 
tion, closing with the maximum quan- 
tity on record. The output of rails 
was beyond all records yet, and con- 
tracts for 1902 already indicate an- 
other high-water mark of probably 

tons. 
MINOR METALS. 

Readjustments of quotations were 
secured during December after a year 
of unreasonably inflated prices. Cop- 
per was stubbornly held at 17 cents 
most of the time, but when the reac- 
tion began, there was a fall of 4 cents 
within a few days. Tin was advanced 
to 28% in June, but fell to cents 
in December. Similarly with lead, the 
nominal price of 4% cents was cut to 4 
cents. Tin plates closed the year 
where they opened, but in the interim 
there was an advance of $7 on account 
of the famine that followed the strike. 

COAL AND COKE. 

All records of output for hard and 
soft coal were surpassed during 1901, 
despite the scarcity of cars that re- 
tarded operations. A feature of great

In his conversation with Ambassador 
White, the Emperor referred to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's message in most ap- 
preciative terms, saying that Mr. Roose- 
velt “evidently knows his mind and 
speaks it; says what he means and 
means what he says.” His Majesty 
accepted and reciprocated the personal 
congratulations and good wishes re- 
cently sent to him by the President 
through the United States Ambassa- 
dor, and spoke cordially respecting the 
United States, especially referring. to 
the progress made in shipbuilding. He 
expressed his satisfaction at the per- 
fectly friendly relations under which 
the two nations begin the new year. 

His Majesty then expressed high ex- 
pectations of the success of his new 
yacht, and, when renewing his charge 
to Mr. White to present his personal 
good wishes to President Roosevelt, 
the Emperor added the request that, at 
the launching of the yacht, the Presi- 
dent's daughter should be allowed to 
name the vessel.

DESPERATE 
KILL. 


crazed from wine, Charles Corrales, 
aged 19, made a determined effort 
to kill Mike Pentusa, an Italian, at the 
latter's home, No. 2157 East Ninth 
street, at 10:30 o'clock last night, took 
two shots at a policeman, and was 
finally captured by one of a half dozen 
officers who were sent to the place in 
response to the calls for assistance. 
Corrales, who does not look to be more 
than 16, freely admits that had he been 
given an opportunity he would have 
killed Pentusa on sight. He declared 
after his capture that he will “fix” 
Pentusa as soon as he gets out of jail. 
Corrales had imbibed much more 
liquor than was good for him when 
he reached Pentusa'’s house, and the 
latter made fun of him for being in 
such a condition. Then he gave him 
half a glass of “dago red,” which sick- 
ened the lad, and he went outside. Then 
Pentusa tried to induce the boy to go 
home, and when the latter refused, 
tried to force him. A fight followed in 
which Corrales says Pentusa knocked 
him down and kicked him. Whatever 
may have happened, Corrales left, de- 
claring that he would kill Pentusa. 
A few minutes later he appeared 
with a shotgun and fired one shot at 


the house, and put out all the lights. 
Then the boy fired again, but hit noth- 
ing. Pentusa slipped out the back way 
and telephoned to the Police Station. 
Patrolman A. L. Smith was serit to the 


place. At sight of the officer Corrales 
ran, and Smith fired a shot in the air 
to stop him. The fugitive instantly re- 
armed the fire with his shotgun, and 
then Smith fired at him, but falled to 
wing him. A second time Corrales 
fired in the direction the officer, ard 
then, dropping his guh and overcoat, 
escaped. Smith secured the gun end

cured another gun and was again 


shooting at him. Then a force of offi-, 
cers started for the place with all pos-

For an hour this vigil was kept up and 
finally Corrales was arrested. He was 
armed with a section of fron pipe four 


feet long. In response to a question as 


to why he had returned, he replied that 
he had come back “to kill the 
Dago.” He was identified by Pentusa, 
and when the latter appeared the boy 
shouted, “You wait until I get out of 
jail. I'll kill you yet.”

Sessions Opened in Les Angeles Yes- 
terday—About Seventy-five Delegates 
in the City—All Wear Red Badges and 
are in Fighting Blood. 


Badges in the gaudy red of Socialism 
mark the delegates who are now in the 
city attending the first State convention of 
the Socialist party, the sesions of which 
are held in Unity Hall, at No. 107% 
North Main street. It is an‘icipated 
that two days more will be consuined in 
transacting the prescribe? bisincss. 
Representatives of the party are pres- 
ent from San Francisco, San José 2nd 
various points*in Southern ‘‘alifornia. 
The voting’ strength of the convention 
is about five hundred, proxies included. 
Los Angeles boasts the largest number 
of delegates, the visiting delegates ag- 
gregating about thirty-five. The num- 
ber of party voters in the State is 
supposed to approximate 1500. 

Yesterday's adjournment was taken 
until 9 o'clock this morning. 

The object of the convention is to 
effect a permanent, o zation of the 
party in California along the lines of 
“unity,” so weirdly exemplified at the 
“Debg-kangaroo” convention in In- 
dianapolis last spring.

Storage eggs 
run steady at 20 cents for common, and 
22 to 23 for choice to choicest. In or- 
dinary times the stocks in storage 
would cause some anxiety at this date, 
but under existing weather conditions 
holders are confident that the esses | will 
be needed.
